Winfield 
Young  Farmer’s  Association  is 
the  only  active  club  left  in  But- 
ler County. 

The  purpose  of  the  organi- 
zation is  to  foster  improvement 
in  farming  methods,  rural  liv- 
ing, recreation  and  education 
among  rural  people  on  the 
adult  level.  Last  year  there 
were  over  10,000  members  in 
the  stale.  The  organization 
came  into  its  own  immediately 
after  WW2,  although  there  had 
been  a number  of  local  clubs 
scattered  over  the  state  since 
the  30’s.

But 
as  of  Sept.  16,  1953,  when  the 
County  Officers  dissolved  the 
county  organization,  the  Win- 
field local  was  the  only  remain- 
ing active  club  in  Butler  Coun- 
ty. It  has  been  a strong  group 
ever  since  it  was  organized  in 
1950.  One  of  its  past  presidents, 
William  Schirra,  also  served  as 
County  president  and  in  1951, 
was  state  president.
